Hixon Glore and Edward Noonan of Mayflower Park discuss the project. 


“As far as I know, this is the 
first time architects have designed 
condominiums as private houses. 
That means taking peoples’ dif- 
ferences, as well as their similari- 
ties, into account. 


“We made the rooms large at 
Mayflower Park because the 
people who will be living here are 
used to having space. And we used 
the same kind of fine materials 
they’re accustomed to in their 
present homes. But because people 
have different styles of living, we
